The two most ancient mannscripts 


of the Bible known are the Codex 
Sinaiticns of the Imperial Library 
at St. Petersburg, and the Codex 
'aticanna of the Vatican Library st 
lome, both of which are believed to 
have been written about the middle 
of the fourteenth century A. D. The 
Jinaitns, so called because it was ob- 
ained (in 1859) from the convent of 
Jt. Catherine on Mount Sinai, is 
supposed by Tishendorf, ita discov- 
erer, to be one of the fifty copies of 
;he Scriptures which the Emperor 
Donstantine directed to be made for 
Byzantium, in the year 331, under 
the care of Ensebins of Csesarea. It 
contiBts of 345^ leaves of very fine 
vellum, made either from the skins 
of antelopes or of asses, each leaf 
being 14 7-8 inches high by 13^ 
inches wide. The early history of 
;he Vatican manuscript is unknown, 
but it appears in the first catalogue 
of the Vatican Library in 1475. It 
is a quarto volumne, containing 146 
leaves of fine, thin vellum, each IO1/, 
inches high and 10 inch broad. Both 
manuscripts are written in Greek 
uncials, or capital letters, are with- 
out spaces between the words, and 
have no marks ot punctuations.

A MATTEB OP PRINCIPLE. 


A communication was received 


from James Stratton, Principal of 
the Prescott school in West Oak- 
land, certifying that Miss Allen, a 
probationary teacher under him, had 
taught the'allotted time to entitle 
her to become a full teacher; that 
sh" was competent and successful, 
and he therefore recommended that 
she be promoted to full teacher. 


Mr. Folger moved that the com- 


munication be received and placed 
on file and that Miss Allen be de- 
cla-ed a fnll teacher. 


President Cole said the Board, at 
its lust meeting, had fixed the salary 
<*f Miss Allen, and that if she is now 
nnde a full teacher she will be en- 
titled to fnll pav, and such action 
might conflict with the previous ac- 
tion of the Board. 


Mr. Kellogg remarked that the 


term was now nearlv at an end, and 
if Miss Allen should be elected for 
the next terra she would necessarily 
be elected as a full teacher, and he 
therefore moved to amend the motion 
to read that the communication or 
certificate of Mr. Stratton be received 
and placed, on file. 


Superintendent Campbell thought 


the filing of the certificate of the 
Principal would be tantamount to 
declaring Miss Allen a full "teacher. 


President Cole suggested that the 


matter be referred to an appropriate 
committee and that said committee 
confer with Miss Allen upon the 
subject nnd ascertain if she would 
be satisfied with the rank without 
the pay of fnll teacher, as he under- 
stood that the rank was all she de- 
sired at present. 


Superintendent Campbell suggest- 


ed that she be made a fnll assistant 
teacher with the salary heretofore 
recently fixed by the Board. 


Mr. Alexander thought the Board 


possessed the power to fix salaries of 
any class of teachers employed and 
to make special rates with any not 
contracted with by the term, end he 
therefore favored the Superintend- 
ent's suggestion. 


Mr. Folger anid he would modify 


his motion to that effect if he were 
fnlly satisfied it would cover the 
ground, but he was notlully satisfied 
that it would. The Board fixed Miss 
Allen's salary at 860 per month as a 
probationary teacher, and if we make 
her a full teacher she can probably 
come npon us for the fnll salary of 
$67 50 per month. 
There is no 


probability that she would do so, 
but still we would leave the point 
unguarded. 


Mr. Alexander said he wonld like 


to have the principle settled at once 
as to whether the Board has the 
right or power to fix special salaries 
or rates other than those fixed by the 
Rules. 


Mr. Folger concurred fnlly with 


Mr. Alexander. 


Mr. Swell's impression was that 


the young lady would want foil pay. 
The fact, as has lieun stated, that 
her room is too small for a fall class 
and therefore we cannot give her 
full ^york, is not her fault l>ut our 
misfortune. Her time is employed 
by the Department. She doubtless 
expects fnll pay. and as the term 
lasts but two months at most, the 
speaker favored the allowance of full 
pay-Mr. Alexander dissented. 
The 


principle ought to be settled. The 
matter of money was a mere noth- 
ing, bnt we ought to pay according 
to the service rendered the Depart- 
ment. Janitors might claim full 
pav and say it was not their fault if 
we* did cot furnish them with a suffi- 
cient number of rooms to take care 
of to occupy their lime. 


Mr. Alexander then moved, as an 


amendment, the suggestion made by 
Superintendent Campbell that Miss 
Allen be made a full assistant teach- 
er at the salary fixed by the Board at 
the last meeting. 


Mr. Folger accepted the amend- 


ment, and the motion prevailed.

Mexican Veteran Badge. 


As many and some of the most 


distinguished of the old veterans 
whose valor gave us California are 
residents of Oakland, we give here- 
with a description of the badge 
recently adopted by the National 
Association ot Veterans of the Mex- 
ican War. It is of bronze, and con- 
sists of a pin connected with a shield 
by a ribbon of rod, white and blue. 
The bronze used is from cannons 
captured 
during the war. 
The 


shield bears upon the rim the names 
of the battle-fields of Tobusco, Vera 
Cruz, Palo Alto, Buena Vista, Cerro 
Gordo, 
Cliprubusco, Chepultepec 


and San PnsqTial. In the centre me 
a ship, cannon, muskets, sword nnd 
pistols crossed, surmounted by a 
rlaming shell. 
Below this is the 


word "Mexico," cactus plants, a 
tower, and "1840," surrounded by a 
wreath entwined with a ribbon, 
bearing the words "Scott," "Taylor" 
and "Perry." Twenty-nine stars 
encircle the'wreath. The design of 
the badge is effective, and will serve 
to keep green the memory of the 
glories of the Mexican War.

In several 
of the schools iiot a single case of 
corporal punishment has occurred 
during the year. 


XND OF THE SCHOOL TKAB.
